Uncle Sam has introduced another 
increase in postal charges, effective 
Wednesday, in an attem pt to drag 
the post office departm ent "out of 
the red,” according to an announce- j 
men* this morning by Postm aster 
John Eckert.

The new schedule increases the fee 
for postal money orders in each of 
first four classes, by one cent as fol­ 
lows:

$5.00 to $10.00 eleven cents in­ 
stead of ten.

T he speed is reduced to 800 miles 
an hour at New York.
